Police Court 


Many have been the complaints 
that Magistrate P. C, H. Primrose 
has made against various things in

Wednesday His Worship came 
into court and had hardly taken hig 
seat on the bench when the odor 
of fried onions smote his nostrils.

Circumstantial evidence that he 
was the only one around at the 
time the Central Cafe was robbed 
of $19.80 contained in a glass jar, 
had been put in, when Detective 
Chris Shaw was called to the stand. 

With enlargements of fingerprints 
taken from the glass jar and from 
the accused's criminal record file, 
in his hands, Detective Shaw de- 
clared the prints to be identical. 
The evidence brought the convic- 
tion.

UNDER “PRIVATE CONTROL” 

Mr. J. S. Woodsworth informs his fellow- 
Commoners “Private control is already dom- 
inating the Central Bank.” That institution, he 
says, has been turned into a Chamber of Com- 
merce bank by the action of the shareholders 
in electing the slate of directors nominated by 
the Chambers. 

Which is first hand testimony from an in- 
formed quarter that the Central Bak has 
reached its appointed end. But why the 
sounds of amazement from the C.C.F. leader? 


He and his followers, with three exceptions, 
voted to make it a privately owned institution, 
thereby putting it within reach of the money- 
controlling interests. Does he want the public 
to imagine they didn’t suspect the financial 
moguls would notice the opportunity thus 
thrust under their noses, or thought they would 
be too public-spirited to grab it? 

The Canadian voter may be strong in gull- 
ibility, but he is hardly, that innocent. Every 
other intelligent newspaper-reader knew what 
would happen to the privately-owned Central 
Bank, and it is difficult to suppose the C.C.F. 
members did not also know. 

The course of events has run true to reason 
and the necessities of the case. Of course the 
bank is under private control, and the kind of 
private contro] that will see it is not operated 
in the interests of the public. That was what 
must in the nature of things happen. Mr. 
Woodsworth and his friends may pretend to be 
astonished if they want to, but they need not 
be surprised if the public take a lot of con- 
vincing on the point.

NO PROVINCIAL HELP 


When a delegation of Alberta mayors 
waited on the provincial Government to ask 
for help in refunding the municipal debts they 
were referred to Ottawa, on motion of: Hon. 
George Hoadley and Hon. J. F. Lymburn 

Whether or not the Ministers were side- 
stepping, there is practical sense in their sug- 
gestion. Ottawa is apparently the only place 
where there is or may be any likelihood of 
help being obtained. It is true the cities secure 
their powers from the provincial authority, and 
it is logical that they should look to that quar- 
ter for assistance in the first instance. But 
logic isn’t everything in this sad world. 

A provincial Government which has done 
nothing to refund its own debts cannot be 
supposed to concern itself with the debts of the 
municipalities. Since the Ministers believe it 
is their sacred duty or their inescapable fate 
to squander the substance of their taxpayers in 
paying double interest on provincial bonds, 
there is no use expecting them to do more than 
preserve a benevolent neutrality while munici- 
pal councils negotiate with their bond-holders 

The Dominion parliament has taken action 
to scale down the principal of farm debts and 
keep farmers in possession of their land. By 
every rule of fairness it is bound to extend 
similar protection to town people if urged to 
do so, at least to the extent of making a down- 
ward revision of bond-interest rates which are 
destroying the equity of thousands of towns- 
folk in their homes.

FOR OR AGAINST ? 

In his letter to Mayor Clarke, 
Barnhouse of the sinking fund board convey

It is safe to assume that the eminent K.C. 
engaged by the bond-dealers to fight the Van- 
couver council is not contributing his services 
from natural love and affection for the bond- 
dealers cr the bond-holders. There is, it may 
be taken for granted, a financial consideration, 
which somebody has to pay—somebody other 
than the Edmonton sinking fund board. 

From this showing the bond-dealers were so 
anxious to have the Edmonton sinking fund 
board join their hostile array against the Van- 
couver council and taxpayers that they offered 
to supply a lawyer to do the talking for the 
board without cost. On which consideration 
the Edmonton board did join the array and 
made common cause with the brokers to defeat 
the attempt of the Vancouver council to secure 
a reduction which would save the solvency of 
that city and stop the confiscation of taxpayer 
property. 

If Edmonton aldermen who were elected to 
bring about a reduction in interest rates for the 
relief of the taxpayers of this city can find 
time between battles in their wordy war, they 
might devote a little attention to the fact that 
the Edmonton sinking fund board is openly and 
actively opposing the effort to reduce interest 
rates on Vancouver bonds—and therefore on 
the bonds of Edmonton and every other city. 

Which fact confronts the aldermen with the 
plain and imminent necessity of fighting some- 
body, and of making an immediate choice of 
combatants. Either they will have to fight the

1. The discrimination against Edmonton in 
passenger rates is unjust and unwise.

7. The present rates are unwise for the 
company itself, as they diminish travel and 
encourage a large class to deadbeat their way.

The Passing Show

One of the evidences of unrest with present 
conditions in Alberta and of the hold that the 
Social Credit plan of Major Douglas has taken 
on the more serious-minded of the population, 
is that several letters have come to me asking 
about Mr. W. A. Tutte’s book on “Douglas 
Social Credit for Canada.” 

Mr, Tutte is a Vancouver 
journalist with a mind for 
social refo !m and a readiness 
to delve into difficult tasks. 
For some time past he has 
been mentor of the Douglas 
Social Credit study groups in 
the coast city. Into this am- 
bitious and comprehensive 
book of 300 pages he has 
placed the best of his effort.

At the time of the visit of Major Douglas to 
Alberta nearly a year ago, this column gave an 
outline of the work of the distinguished Scottish 
engineer-economist—how he had been taken 
with the all-importance of monetary reform 
while in India, and later, while in charge of 
a great wartime airplane factory far the Bri- 
tish government, had been impressed by , the 
fact that the amount of money returned to 
circulation in the form of wages, salaries, divi- 
dends and bond interest was less than the cost 
of the manufactured product, causing a con- 
tinuous recession in the volume of purchasing 
power available to maintain effective distribu- 
tion of goods. His further studies convinced 
him that this receding spiral of purchasing 
ability underlay the present problem of so- 
called “over-production,’ which he diagnoses 
as under-consumption through lack of con- 
tinuous fresh streams of purchasing power. 

From his well-known A B theorem 
which demonstrates the shrinkage and lag of 
purchasing power in industry, he evolved the 
idea of the issuance to every person in the 
nation at regular intervals of dividends of non- 
hoardable “social credit,” to be applied to the 
purchase of commodities. The amounts of 
“social credit” to be distributed on each divi- 
dend day would be arrived at by scientific 
method through a Nationa] Credit Bureau, cov- 
ering the period’s increase in the value of the 
national wealth. Control over excessive infla- 
tion would be used, when necessary, by the 
medium of taxation and the i duction of a 
compensated price system over the whole 
nation based on “the just price” of products.

At the heart-of the Douglas system of social 
credit is the dogma that the real credit of the 
community belongs to the community and not 
to a private monopoly of profiteer The 
Douglas Plan would restore that credit to the 
community, place all who desire at productive 
work and divide the periodic increment of 
national wealth among its national owners 

In Alberta, a variation of the Douglas Social 
Credit plan, propounded by Mr. Wm. Aberhart 
of Calgary with apostolic fervor, has attracted 
a large following who accept the assurance of 
Mr. Aberhart that his modification of the 
Douglas System could be made effective in 
Alberta, whether the sister-provinces or the 
Dominion accepted it or not. 

Before the Legislative Committee last year, 
Mr. Aberhart did not succeed in satisfying the 
members that his could work in the 
province.

Credit. Our studies of Canada’s financial 
mechanism clearly revealed that this first 
step necessitates a radical change in the 


Bank Act, taking away from the chartered 
banks the right of creation and destruction 
of money. As the Bank Act is a Dominion 
statute, and rightly or wrongly, the Dom- 
inion mainteins and exercises the sole 
right to legislate concerning the duties and 
privileges of Canadian banks, no Provin- 
cial Government would be allowed to alter 
it; and attempt to do so would result in 
prompt disallowance of such a measure 
by the Governor-General-in-Council. Simi- 
lar considerations apply with regard to 
currency.” 


That Canada could act alone in establishing 
Social Credit he stoutly affirms. “Suppose 
every other country in the world were to sink 
overnight beneath the waves of the sea, would 
we in Canada starve to death?” he asks. In 
answering his own question with a “No!” he

Causes Of Hernia 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The human abdominal muscles are usually 
stronger in proportion to weight than any ani- 
mal that walks on all fours; this is a necessary 
accommodation for the extra strain of walking 
upright. Man probably did not descend from 
any ape or monkey as we now know them, 
but it is apparent from our 
anatomical structures that 
our early ancestors must 
have walked in pretty much 
of a crouched position with 
the head and shoulders well 
in front of the pelvis. As the 
upright position was gradu- 
ally assumed, the muscles 
and tendons must likewise 
have slowly become stronger 
to add support to the more or 
less movable organs inside

Occasionally we find a person who appar- 
ently was born with the earlier type of struc- 
ture in the abdominal muscles and tendons, 
where they are not as strong as they should 
be. In these cases, unless an extra effort is 
made to develop the abdominal muscles to their 
entire strength, there is a danger of hernia 
developing. This danger also exists in people 
where the abdominal muscles have not been 
developed normally by ‘exercise to withstand 
the strains to which they are subjected. In 
either case there is a danger that the weight 
of the prolapsed organs may press upon the 
weak tissues of the lower abdomen and push 
through, producing a hernia or rupture. 

Even when the weak places exist, a hernia 
is not apt to occur unless two other conditions 
are present: one is a severe strain, as in heavy 
lifting, hard coughing or jumping; and the 
other is an internal pressure which may be 
caused either by gas or extreme prolapsus. 
Flatulence is practically always a pre-disposing 
cause and must be overcome before a cure can 
be regarded as permanent. 

The three points where a rupture is most 
likely to occur are: near the femoral vessels 
close to the thigh (femoral rupture), near the 
groin (inguinal rupture), near the navel (um- 
bilical rupture), which may be found in young 
children. Men become ruptured more than 
women because of the more strenuous work 
which they do. Sixty per cent of the cases 
occur after the age of 35. Most cases occur 
in trades requiring very heavy lifting. Ordin- 
ary ruptures give very little trouble at night 
and are more easily seen when the patient is 
standing than when lying down. The size 
and severity of a rupture varies greatly; how- 
ever, the common tendency is for it to grow 
larger. 

Most ruptures are reducible, which means 
that they can be pushed back into place with 
the fingers. On this fact depends the value 
of the truss which is applied as a support to 
hold the intestines or other organs where they 
belong. Usually the parts will slip out during 
activity unless supported in some manner. The 
main danger in hernia is that it may arrive at 
a condition where it cannot be returned readily 
to its proper position. It is then called an irre- 
ducible hernia. Another danger is that of 
strangulation, which may occur where the part 
of the protruding intestine has become squeezed 
tightly so that the circulation of blood is cut off 
with swelling, pain and the denger of gangrene. 
In such cases an operation is required imme- 
diately. 

The characteristic symptoms of rupture is 
the swelling which may resemble a small lump 
or tumor. It is, however, possible to have in- 
ternal ruptures, say upward through the dia- 
phragm, which are not visible externally. 

In treating a rupture there is often a pos- 
sibility of cure through strengthening the ab- 
dominal muscles and a reduction of internal 
pressure, provided the hernia has not progress- 
ed too far. Sometimes surgery is necessary to 
correct'a complete rupture. This operation is 
being very skillfully done so that there is not 
as great a danger of fatality or recurrence as 
in former times. However, in many cases the 
abdominal walls are not actually torn through 
but only strained out of shape, in which case 
it is usually possible to bring about a cure 
through the methods outlined in my article 
tomorrow.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1883 “finis” was 
written to the work of one of the 
most notable steamers in Cana- 
dian history, the Beaver, the first 
steam vessel to ply the waters of 
the north Pacific. She had been 
launched for the Hudson's Bay 
Company on the Thames King 
William IV himself honoring the 
event by his presence. She was 
not large but she was strong and 
sturdy, as proven by her success- 
ful sailing across the oceans, 
around Cape Horn and up to 
San Francisco where she was fit- 
ted with paddle wheels and then 
proceeded to Fort Vancouver on 
the Columbia river, then the 
great entrepot for the H. B, Com- 
pany's western activities. 

It was the early summer of 
1835 (a centenary for British Col- 
umbia to observe this year) when 
the smoke from her funnels 
alarmed the Indians on the coast 
and islands. She was long lived. 
In all weathers, in calm, in storm, 
in heavy seas, she carried on, do- 
ing her business in a quiet way, 
like the Scots who sailed her, 
penetrating even up to icebound 
northern waters.

But one February day, before 
anyone had planned the trans- 
Pacific steamships of today, the 
Beaver died on duty, Caught in 
the eddies that swirl at certain 
hours in the narrows of Burrard 
Inlet, her steering gear slipped 
and she was cast on the rocks at 
Prospect Point, off what is now 
Stanley Park, the playground of 
the people of Vancouver, Her 
frame was rescued and taken to 
Granville (Vancouver city was 
still to be born) and there she 
went the way of all ships. 

The Beaver left a log which is 
of the highest historic importance. 
It has been preserved in the 
British Columbia archives as a 
perpetual record of a day which 
has passed but which laid the 
foundation of the British Colum- 
bia coast shipping of today. 
White Empresses and other lin- 
ers, great and small, travel 
through the waters in which the 
Beaver pioneered. But few of the 
greatest of them will live in his- 
tory as does the little Beaver, 
which began B, C. shipping a cen- 
tury ago this year.

In the History of Britain, as 
taught in the schools of England 
in my day, we learned that the 
Romans conquered Britain, the 
people of which Isles they desig- 
nated as Barbarians; that they 
(the Romans) civilized the peo- 
ple, gave them good laws, built 
them good roads, etc. Such is not 
the case, however. 

The Romans invaded Britain in 
the latter half of the first cen- 


tury B.C, 
It has been well established 
that tor several centuries B.C. 


there were in: various parts of 
the Isles of Britain, over 25 uni- 
versities—or schools of learning— 
to which came sttidents from all 
parts of the then known world; 
that the laws of ancient British 
kings, enacted some five centuries 
B.C,, at a time when Rome was 
but an infant state struggling for 
existence, were later transcribed 
into the Latin language, a fact 
acknowledged by their own early 
historians; and that the inhabit- 
ants of Britain were renowned as 
skilled handicrafts-men, working 
things of wonderous beauty, even 
1,000 years B.C., as the temple, 
which was erected at Jerusalem 
by King Solomon, could testify if 
it were still standing. See the 
Greek poets and the ancient his- 
tory of the Hebrews for further 
testimony. 

The main point I wish to make 
is this: If Mr Boyd can obtain a 
copy of Wharton's Law Lexicon 
of the present British laws he 
will find that the before mention- 
ed laws of ancient Britain, to- 


gether with amendments made 
thereto, are mentioned in such 
Lexicon, and that these laws 
were in general use in Britain 


down to the Norman Conquest, 


You will note, please, that I 
am only dealing in a very shor! 
manner with ancient Britain of 
pre Roman times, because the 
subject is too great to condense 
into a letter, but I do think it is 
time that something nearer to the 
real history of our forefathers 
should be taught in our schools in 
Canada, and jn British schools. 

I would suggest to any Brit- 
isher, who is interested in the 
history of his homeland or his an- 
cient forefathers, to forget what 
he learned at school, and obtain 
text books which deal with this 
subject in a proper and author 
itative way. 

I fee] that a study of this sub- 
ject would amply reward any 
person undertaking it, and would 
lead to a truer appreciation of

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The Cart Before The Horse Again 


-By R, T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The proposed Unemployment Insurance Act seems to be a 
hastily made copy of the English Act, without making any of the 
changes necessary to adjust the difference in public thought and 
action between England and Canada. 


The people in Great Britain are used to living under pressure 
of law. The rank and file still put up with conditions which 
would bring about revolution in Canada 


In England should a householder fall into arrears in payment 
of his ordinary rates such as water and light he is sent to jail as 
& convict—and gets the same cell and discipline as a convicted 
thief, This would hardly be a popular measure in Canada. 


When an employer in England is told that the law requires 
him to buy stamps, and affix them to a book in respect of each 
of his employees, he does it or goes to jail. The employee also 
idee out his part of the program—unless he is tired of running 
at large. 


The resident of Britain, great or small, is taught from birth to 
actively assist in carrying out the laws of the land. 

The British Dominions Overseas, including Canada, have been 
built up by people who emigrated to get away from the drab 
discipline of law which regulates every affair of life. 


Canadians want to pay their taxes and by this means get rid 
of all the details of law enforcement, except prevention of crime— 
and they want to leave this to the police as far as possible 


Therefore in trying to bring in a system of unemployment 
insurance to be carried out in a wealth of detail by individuals 
whose whole train of thought is opposed to governmental inter- 
ference in the home and the business the government is starting 
something dangerous 


Under present conditions it is only a deferred and future 
remedy for a present and urgent need. Today is when people 
need work and food and fuel. 


In the next place there is no possibility of adequate provision 
for the unemployed under a system of collecting doles from em- 
ployers and employees. Six dollars a week is an Oriental, not a 
Canadian standard. 


Instead of putting the cart before the horse by this non-con- 
structive dole-collecting policy, the effective method would be to 
combine the whole remedy in one law. The initiel provisions 
would deal with old age pensions and disability pensions so as 
to withdraw all women over 50 and all men over 60 and all people 
under serious physical disability from competing in the labor 
market, 


This will be the most effective unemployment reduction meas- 
ure which can be put into force; and will take a dead load of 
helpless competition from the labor market, Probably it will 
reduce our labor troubles at least one-half. 


Then make a half-pay provision for unemployment in each line 
of business, and raise the necessary money as part of the federal 
revyenue—so that the individual will pay his taxes once—and not 
be chafed by a lot of detail in respect of each of his employees. 
It is properly a national charge, and should be collected and dis- 
bursed by the national revenue agencies. 


There cannot be any evading of the national liability now that 
every political leader in Canada has admitted the principle; and 
there is no sense in playing the baby act by setting everybody to 
keeping dole accounts and licking dole stamps, when the revenue 
department with its army of employees can with small additional 
personnel attend to all the details. 


The amount collected will in the aggregate be about the same; 
but the trouble and dissatisfaction will be reduced 99 per cent. 
Canadians have become reconciled to the necessity of peying 


high taxes in consideration of having an expensive official organ- 
ization which attends to all the details of government and leaves 
the citizen free to carry out his lawful desires. Mixing tax pay- 
ing with a load of duties on the taxpayer will lead to disaster. 


Honestly facing the matter as one of direct federal duty will 
enable help to be given to the needy now—instead of spending 
years accumulating a fund and getting decisions from courts as 
to what the law means, and who a lumberman or a casual 
laborer is.

Education Fine 
Theme Of Dr. 
R. C. Wallace 


Taking advantcge of the oppor-| 
tunity to hear one .f Canada’s truly | 
great educationalists speak on a 
subject closest to his heart, members 
of the Catholic Women's League | 
‘were present in large numbers when | 
Dr. R. C. Wallace, president of the 
University of Alberta, gave a very | 
fine address on “Education,” in the 
Hudson's Bay Dining Room Tuesday 
afternoon. | 

“What are we doing it all for?” he | 
asked in speaking of the educational 
facilities now offered, and answered | 
his question by outlining and ea- | 
Jarging upon three great ends of 
education. The first, to make a liv- 
ing, was sometimes misunderstood, 
as education could not teach an in-| 
dividual to be a carpenter or a good 
housewife. Only life supplied train- 
ing for life's work. But education 
could give the basic fundamentals 
which would become a useful back- 
ground for a life work. 


TOO MANY FACTS 


In the second place, education 
should assist individuals in facing 
and meeting the new _ situations 
which life offers daily. It offers 
knowledge which should form a 
basis for those constant judgments 
that must be made. True, in the past 


education has dealt too much witl 
facts and too little with the analysis 
of those facts, and individuals must 
be challenged to think them- 
selves, or knowledge is of no va 
Education should supply the yard- 
stick by which one may think hon- 
estly, without prejudice, partiality 
or emotion, 

Third and perhaps most important SS ts 
phase of education is that it brings 
down from the past that herit age 
of literature, art, philosophy, « 
music that makes us men 
men of all ages, and not of the mo- 
ment. It should teach the use of leis- 
ure time for the enjoyment of such 
beauty, and make one dri..k ber 
from that stream that comes do 
from the great of all time, and gives 
refreshment and release from 
troubled wor!d of the present.

Secretary Harry Turner in- 
formed members that the City 
Charter required the requisition to 
be submitted by February 15 but 
the School Act said, “As soon as 
may be after the city has complet- 
ed its revised assessment roll.” 

Trustee F. C, Casselman advised 
that the board state that 
waiting to see the city’s action on 
salary reductions but changed this 
in agreement with Trustees S, A. G.
